ENTON (son of OPAL FENTON) which was written January 16th and mailed from 4FO 100 
(which wasthe site of the peace talks) He writes in part: 


“,..eei was captured on April 25th and since then have had very good treatment by the 
Chinese. I am in very good health,..We have a hospital here and good medical treat- 
ment. Plenty of warm clothes as well as adequate supply of soap, tooth powder, 
tobacco & sugar. We have plenty of chow which sonsists of rice as the main course, 
two other dishes - usually turnips, gravy, meat (pork, beef, goat, or fish) peanuts 
ana sometimes mushrooms, Bread three or four times a week, 


"We had a good Christmas celebration with beef, pork, chicken, eggs, bread, apples, 
tangerines, sugared peanuts, roasted peanuts, cookies, cupcakes, 4 ounces of wine 
and tailormade cigarettes. The Chinese also gave us a new handkerchief & sox. 


“Before, we were allowed to write about once a month. Now we are able to write . 
every day. Our old address was FOW Camp 3...This is camp No. 1. There is another 
boy from Terre Haute. He is in the sane platoon with me. His name is ROBERT WILSON 
and lives at 1321 South 15th Street. He got a letter from his sister about 1 Dec.
